TELEPATHY AND GHOSTS. 
Interesting Lecture By Prof. Coe. 


VHAUTAUQUA, July 27.—The culmi- 
nation of interest in Prof. George 

A. Coe's lectures was reached this 
morning when he spoke on ‘Telepathy 
and Ghosts.“ The whole subject, includ- 
ing Spiritism, he treated with emipent 


fairness, and in’ a thoroughly scientiffe 
spirit. i 
“Telepathy refers to any supposed 


means whereby one mind influences an- 
other mind in any sense, without the 
use of any of the ordinary means of 
sense. There appears to be abundant 
evidence that telepathy is a fact in Nas 
ture. But what is commonly taken 
evidence cannot generally be relied upon 
As competent. For instance, two persons 
are conversing room, When the 
conversation ceased their minds were at 
the same point. They experience the 
same sensations. It is, then, not surpris- 
ing that a few moments later “the same 
thought should occur to both. This ex- 


in a 


. plains the phenomenon by the ordinary 


of sensation and association of 

The popular belief in telepathy is 
defective, in that it leaves out of account 
well known laws; the observation is 
generally defective; negative cases are not 
given their due weight, illusion and hal- 
Hicination of memory are ih ina 
flood. 

At seems asif the public exhibitions 
show something worth while. But these 
can all be explained by codes of signals, 
mechanical appliances of suggestion. We 
must adopt the experimental method. 
We all know the ‘willing game,’ where 
the subject is made to do some act by 
holding the wrist of another person. 
THis can be explained by the law of sug- 
gestion. The person whose wrist is held 
thinks of the motion, and involuntarily, 
often without his knowledge, this thought 
tends to become executed. Suggestion 
explains this even where there is no phy- 
sical contact. The general result of all 
experiments is to lend plausibility to the 
hypothesis of thought. transference, The 
same general result has been reached in 
the ease of the appearance of ghosts, re- 
sembling friends in danger or dying. 
Telepathy has mbt been established as a 
law, but itis probable. 

“Spiritism is the supposed return of de- 
parted spirits. The physical phenomena 
began in 1848, with the rappings of the 
Fox Sisters, Rochester. These phe- 
nomena have turned out to be explicable 
by known laws, and usually by trickery. 
See’ on this point, Hopkins's. Magie and, 
Stage Illusions.“ But, you say, many in-

telligent persons still believe in, it, “Tis 
true, ‘tis pity, and pity 'tis true.“ 
This is not a,matter for laughter, 


so much as for tears, to see people so de- 
ceived. To a scientist, the tricks are per- 
fectly apparent. Such stuff lives because 
of human desire for communication with. 
the'dead. But because it lives is no proof 
of its truth. Ihave too great ,reverence 
for the departed and for human love to 
be deceived by trickery or imputing to 
loved, onés that which is the result of a 
financial fraud. s 

Much better than the physical phe- 
nomena is the evidence of the mind. We 
are all familiar with the planchette, It 
will write what the subject hitnself does 
not know, at the time. The same thing 
can be done with pencil and. paper mere- 
ly. This has a close connection with the 
double personality of hypnotism. The 
problem presented is the same as that of 
the trance medium of Spiritism, where 
the automatic personality of the medium 
speaks. Is this explicable by known laws

These are only incipient stages of ‘the 
planchette phenomenon. The operator 
expects a motion and this ,suggestian 
produces the motion. Not one of us can 
hold the hand still for a full minute. The 
suggestion of expected motion makes the 
involuntary motion grow. Any idea in 
his mind will tend to be written, even 
without his knowledge. Even latent 
ideas or memories will be written. Old 
memories are always present and take 
hold of the lower stratum of the mind. 

“Does the medium communicate any 
information that could not 
have been derived through ordinary, 
methods of knowledge or by telepathy? 
Such communications as J am happy,’ 
etc., cannot be verified. Wemust assume 
that if any information could be derived 
by telepatny, it was so derived. Today 
Mrs. Piper of Boston is,the only medium 
who seems to repay study. But her re- 
ports are not complete; she requires of 
thé sitter a strong yearning, which is the, 
state of mind most favotable to error; the 
communications are exceedingly fragmen- , 
tary, aud of low intellectual grade; her 
sittings improve after the first, suggest- 
ing that she may have learned the sitter. 
she begins a sentence and then hesitates, 
as if for suggestions from the sitter; she 
often makes mistakes, and the evidence 
of telepathy*is strong. But I admit that 
some of her phenomena cannot be explain- 
ed, There is not enough certainty to 
say that they are spirit communications; 
I hope they may be. i 

What is required of us as intelligent 
people is not to be partisans. We should 
suspend judgment and be ready to re- 
ceive any’ evidence without prejudice. 
This position is the product of culture. ' 

“Telepathy has gained in probability 
as science has investigated it. We cannot 
say the same of Spiritism. Seientiſie in- 
vestigation has exploded as trickery all 
but Mrs. Piper's case. It would not be 
surprising if this, too, turned out to be 
trickery. Our confidence in a future life 
and in a reunion with opr loved ones 
must still rest on the healthy instincts 
of a normal mind and ‘our faith in Jesus 
Christ.” — Buffalo Express, 


REPLY TO PROF. COE. 


J. Clegg Wright at Lily Dale. 


been created here by the lecture 
delivered by Prof. George A. Coe 
of the Northwestern University at Chau- 
tauqua on Monday, on “Hallucinations?” 
owing to the attack made upon Spirit- 
ualism, and a movement was started 
yesterday to endeavor to induce Dr. J. 
Clegg Wright, the warhorse of Modern 
Spiritualism, to alter his engagement and 
make response to Prof, Coe. The attempt 
proved fruitful, and this afternoon Mr. 
Wright addressed a large audience, tak- 
ing for his subject, “Hallucinations.” He 
dwelt mainly upon scientific demonstra- 
tions, which would tend to ‘show the 
error of an endeavor to connect halluci- 
nations with the principles. of Spiritual- 
ism. * The following are the words» of 
Mr. Wright's lecture: ‘ 

“The ‘subject we have met to discuss 
this afternoon is rather new. We have 
been accustomed to hear of objections 
and arguments made against, the truth 
of Spiritualistic phenomena and the de-

tion, 


for the purpose of refuting before an in- 


telligent audieuce—not far from here=the 
position taken by the Spiritualists of the 
world, that there are, out there in Nature 
certain existences capable of eommunicat- 
ing with us through certain psyehomet- 


ric states. In order that our position 


may he correctly stated, and we arelas- 
suming that the newspaper report is cor- 
rect, it will be necessary for me to lay 
down before you the elemental study of 
psychology. I cannot say to vou this 
afternoon that there is a science of psy-, 
chology, before science is established. 


The phenomena upon which the future s 


facts of.science are built must be studied. 

“There is a vast difference between the 
field of fact and the field of phenomena. 
The phenomena are those happenings and 
oceurrences which take place in Nature, 
that éannot be explained by any antece- 
dent knowledge wwe have. As, phenome-, 
na they do not stand co-related to any. 
other known phenomena. By fact I mean 
occurrences in Nature, happenings in 
Nature, which can be correctly explained 
upon different grounds, and which ean 
be produced as facts at any time when 
the congitions* necessary for their pro- 
ductions are present, F 

“There are facts, and there are phenom- 
ena in the study of psychology. We had 
no psychology of the human mind in 
1840, There is a difference between logic: 

1 

and psychology; there is a, difference be- 


tween molecular and scientific psycholo- 


gy. Study relates to the phenomena of 
a sensational consciousness, and when it 
becomes a science it will explain how a 
sensation becomes known to conscious- 
ness. It deals with the transit of the 
phenomena of the external world to the 
domain of gonsciousness. It is an effort 
to explain a question of being conscious, 
but as we have as yet no absolute way 
of knowing how ave became Conscions, 
all then We can do is to explain the 
manner of conscidusness which will cover 
all these phenomena that are placed in the 
domain of the normal and abnormal ac- 
tivity. of consciousness and perception. , 
“The brain is a great warehouse in 
which is stored perceptions of external 
nature, everything we see is represented 


by molecular motiou in the brain matter 


and each area of the brain has different 
functions to perform. When you see a 
color you make q sense vibration and 
the seyse vibration is interpreted into 
and perception carries the 
sensation into a certain molecular cham- 
her, where it-is retained and kept there 
until your consciousness wants it, 
„Hallueination is seeing something 
when there is nothing’ to see. So long as 
a medium tells only that which is in his 
own mind, that which is wholly within 
his own sensations, then the term hal- 
lueination' might be used properly in: 
connection with snch a’ manifestation. 
But when the expression goes farther, 
and deals with that entirely foreign to 
his knowledge or sensation, giving des- 
eriptions of those whom he has never, 
seen, or, of things never within his sensa- 
, hallucination is a false term and 
cannot be applied.” 8 
Mr. Wright gave much time to scientific 
demonstrations, explaining the principles 
which govern spiritual manifestations. 
His Address was marked by expressions 
of kindly feeling toward all investigators, 
and in closing he said: “I ask men of 
intelligence to investigate this science, 
not to give up on the first trial, but to 


go on and on, for this is a field of science. 

Let us study it and learn the difference 

between science and hallucination.”

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EMERSON'S ETHICAL WISDOM.

E may divide thinkers into those 
att who think for themselves, and 

: those who think through others, 
First hand and second hand thinkers. 
The latter have the majority; the first 
are original thinkers in a double sense, 
and are egotists in the noblest meaning 
of the word. It is from them that the 


World learns wisdom; it is only by the 


light kindled in our own souls that we 
ean cheer and illuminate others. 
Emerson did his own thinking, his 
philosophy culminated in a cheerful op- 
timism. None need despair, there was— 
and is, an ever present, ever active law 
to make the bad good and the good bet- 
ter. A universal process of refinement is 


going on—our gold is being burnt and 


reburnt in the furnace that it may be 
brightened and purified. : 

In the bright lexicon of his youth—as 
well as of his age, there was no such 
word as fail. He ripened and mellowed, 
but he never recanted, he had nothing to 
apologize for. 

When asked if he had undergone any 

change of belief, he drew his hand across 
a set of his published works and said: 
“J see no reason whatever for modifying 
the views which I have held for so many 
years. Fate involves metrovation, no 
statement of the universe can have any 
saneness which does not admit its as- 
cending effort.“ 
' He always read in the present. the 
Promise of better times and greater 
men.” He believed in progress to the 
core of his heart. 

Matthew Arnold, in his essay on Emer- 
son says: As Wordsworth’s poetry is 
in my judgment, the most important 
work done in verse, in our language 
during the present century, so Emerson's 
Essays are, I think the most important 
work dore in prose.” 

Wordsworth, Emerson and Tennyson 
have been the greatest English writing 
men of our times. Emerson was the 
broadest, most original, most penetra- 
tive of thé three; he treated the human 
mind well with trust and confident re- 


_spect,despite its flaws and imperfections, 


in essence it was a reflex of the pure 
reason. He saw truly That none but 
gods could build this house of ours so 
beautiful, vast, various, so beyond all 
work of man.“ 

His place was in the line of ideal mys- 
tics embracing the great line of minds, 
Plotinus, Fichte, Schelling, Echhart, Cole- 
ridge and so many other noble transcen- 
dental thinkers, I might say, the Seers 
of the Ages. He looks upon the world 
of mind, the “Adequate Ideas,” as origi- 
nal and causative beholds the world of 
matter as proceeding from mind and as 
being shaped, conditioned, brought into 
knowability by mind and mind to him 
was Light. : 

Darkness, ignorance, unconsciousness 
or hatred could not be the cause of light, 
intelligence and harmony. The Oversoul 
was the “Conscious Law” the “King of 
Kings.“ The primal attraction of immen- 
sity, his idealism said: There is a uni- 
versal spirit of which nature and man 
are alike manifestations, a spirit of living 
light, which is not only the original but 
the immanent and sustaining cause of all 
things. Man is a spark from the univer- 
sal spirit, a torch lighted at this altar, 
and manifest in miniature all the charac- 
teristics of its great original: Nature 
proceeds. from the same source and em- 
bodies on a lower plane the thoughts of 
God; its laws are his ideas, all that na- 
ture contains was first in God as types, 


ideas, thoughts and its sole purpose is 


to serve as an outward expression of 
these.” 

It was a part of Emersons practical 
Sagacity to see the end from the begin- 
ning; to work with an aim; to know 
where he was standing intellectually. To 
be sure of his ground, and then “to go 
ahead.“ ; 
We cannot help but love the man, he 
was a hero in the groves of thought. As 
Carlyle said: “One voice of a living man 
amid such jabberings of galvanized corp- 
ses.“ For he came into the world in 
an age of intellectual gloom, of false 
shows and pretences, the human world 
was too full of “veneers.” 


Yes! Mrs. Hawthorne was right. Mr.
